Without Fear 


[Nees that the fullness of spring is here, it is a melancholy 
commentary on man that he seems so out of season. Nature 
renews herself. Warmth and song are in the fields and hills. 
Man alone, among the works of Creation, has winter within 
him, his heart and mind still locked in a kind of ice. 

There is a reason for this, of course. Our human society 
has had its nerves rubbed raw by war. The long years of 
bloodletting, destruction, and ceaseless shock—an agony 
without precedent—have left us with a world upended; and 
in that world it is all. too easy to be afraid. It is all too easy, 
for instance, for a Russian to look to the West and talk him- 
self into seeing a dozen different signs of a new alignment. It 
is all too easy for Britons and Americans to detect in the 
actions of the Soviet Union a black plot to expand and ex- 
pand. Indeed, letting his mind roam freely thru the darker 
forests of conjecture, every man—no matter what his nation- 
ality—can see a future filled with nothing but the shape of an 
onrushing global catastrophe. There is radar. There is the 
transoceanic rocket. There is the atom. So let us all pull up 
the covers and quiver in our beds. 


BuT THERE is such a thing as looking forward too far. There 
is such a thing as presuming to divine the future in a way 
given only to God. And when we go that way we are in 
danger of losing ourselves in what might be called an evilly 
enchanted castle of the mind—a self-hypnotizing maze of 
night-filled intellectual corridors that can be our undoing: 
There is no reason in logic or common sense why any healthy 
human being should brood over the coming of tomorrow. To 
brood is to embrace an unreasoning brand of pessimism, a 
sterile fatalism, a wicked drug of the human spirit. Brooding 
puts a killing blight on all efforts to build a decent peace and 
to harvest the fruits of that peace—bright homes, vigorous 
enterprise, measureless contentment of the heart. 


ACTUALLY, it may be said of this spring—the first spring of 
the peace—that it is a far better spring than last year’s or 
than any since 1933, the year Nazism seized power and began 
to exploit its hate. We are not concerned with dying and 
destroying now; we are concerned with living and with 
building—with creating, with the things that make existence 
good. Electronics? Atomic energy? Why should we fear such 
works of genius when with them we can develop tomorrow 
into an age rich almost beyond imagining? The opportunities 
are boundless. To make the most of them we have only to 
keep in mind that it is not the future that shapes us but we 
who shape the future—that man’s destiny is in his own 
hands and in the gifts God gave him, and not in the distant, 
impersonal stars. 


THERE Is A fine old American saying, “Hats off to the 
past, coats off to the future.” This is no time for brooding. 
This is a time when the lot of us, like the rest of Nature, 
should be: renewing ourselves. This is a time when man 
should cast aside his wintry thoughts and turn his face and 
energies to tomorrow with his heart lifted up—with faith, 
with hope, without fear. A new world, a better 
world, a world of shining promise, is beckon- Ed bed

make living space for veterans 


Remope.inc loans, up to a 
maximum of $5,000 for 7 years and 
32 days, are available under liber- 
alized regulations of the Federal 
Housing Admininstration. 

Designed to help relieve the na- 
tion’s desperate housing shortage, 
such loans may be obtained in war- 
housing areas, including nearly all 
cities, if the remodeling makes addi- 
tional housing available for veter- 
ans of World War II. 

To make possible these bigger and 
easier loans, the F.H.A. revised up- 
ward the limits on Title I, Class I 
(b) loans. Meanwhile, the F.H.A. 
left unchanged regulations covering 
Title I, Class I (a) loans, whereby 
up to $2,500 can be borrowed with 
Maximum maturities of 3 years and 
32 days to finance general repairs, 
improvements, and remodeling. 

Increasing housing is one of the 
nation’s most urgent jobs. Many 
new homes have been and will be 
built for veterans. But new houses, 
obviously, can’t be produced quickly 
enough or in sufficient quantity to 
meet emergency needs. 

Remodeling’ existing homes, to 
provide additional housing almost 
overnight, is often preferable. A 
spacious, old-fashioned house can 
be converted into small apartments 
much faster and more economically 
than a new house can be built. 

Remodeling need not be a make- 
shift and temperary expedient. With 
a good design, additional housing 
can be created that will be a per- 
manent asset to the community. 


Ir YOU own a home that would 
lend itself to conversion, don’t con- 
clude that remodeling is beyond 
your financial reach. If you are a 
good credit risk, the F.H.A.’s “‘pay- 
out-of-income” plan may make it 
possible for you to make monthly 
payments from added rent received. 

Briefly, this is the plan. With the 
gross charge and discount table pro- 
vided by the local lending institu- 
tion or the F.H.A., you can deter- 
mine the monthly payment required 
for the remodeling job you plan. 
Assuming that payment is. well 
within your income, you may obtain 
aid in filling out the F.H.A. Title I 
Credit Application (Form FH-1) 
from the lender or from a builder or 
contractor. 

In addition to assisting with pri- 
ority and financing forms, many 
contractors and building-materials 
dealers are prepared to sketch sug- 
gested remodeling, to quote one 
price for the job, and to handle de- 
tails of subcontracting work. 

The general practice of lenders is 


to base Title I loans on your credit 
record and paying capacity. Secur- 
ity may be required. Financing 
charges on loans of $2,500 or less 
can’t be more than the equivalent 
of $5 discount for $100 on a one- 
year, monthly-payment note. On 
loans of more than $2,500, the fi- 
nancing charges can’t be more than 
$4 discount. Officials of agencies 
qualified to make F.H.A.-insured 
loans will explain in detail the oper- 
ation of the plan, the forms required, 
the types of loans eligible, and the 
amount and terms permitted. 


THere are two types of Title I 
loans, the direct-to-borrower loan 
and the dealer-originated loan. In 
the first, the borrower obtains a cost 
estimate from a dealer or-contractor 
and goes directly to the lending in- 
stitution of his choice. There, upon 
approval of his credit, the loan is 
granted directly to him, and he in 
turn pays the contractor or dealer 
upon completion of the work. 
Under the second type, the dealer 
computes the total cost of the job, 
makes an estimate, and quotes a 
monthly payment; the customer 
completes a Title I Credit Applica- 
tion, which is sent to a lending in- 
stitution for investigation; the dealer 
completes the work, has the cus- 
tomer sign a Borrower’s Completion 
Certificate, and signs a Dealer’s 
Completion Certificate; both cer- 
tificates and note are presented to 
the lending institution, which ad- 
vances the money to the dealer. 
Property owners who cooperate 
in the “‘Remodel for Veterans” pro- 
gram are eligible applicants for 
priorities assistance under Priorities 
Regulation No. 33 of the Civilian 
Production Administration (Beiter 
Homes & Gardens, March, page 16). 
The regulation sets up a preference 
rating system for 10 housing mate- 
rials which are in critically short 


supply. 


To OBTAIN priority ratings from 
one of the 52 field offices of the 
F.H.A., an applicant must (1) show 
specifications indicating the extent 
to which he intends to remodel, (2) 
agree to offer the additional housing 
accommodations for rent only to 
veterans during the period of re- 
modeling and 30 days thereafter, 
(3) indicate rental at which the ac- 
commodations will be made avail- 
able, and (4) show that remodeling 
work will begin within 90 days after 
date of application. If the work has 
not been started within 90 days, the 
ratings become void and a new ap- 
plication must be filed.

New hope fer elms. DDT prom- 
ises to be the major weapon in stop- 
ping the spread of Dutch Elm dis- 
ease. According to Dr. P. P. Pirone 
of the New Jersey Experiment Sta- 
tion, the new insecticide is highly 
effective against elm bark beetle, the 
pest which spreads the disease from 
tree to tree. DDT also kills leaf 
beetles and leaf miners, pests which 
weaken elms seriously by skeletoniz- 
ing the leaves. 

At present there is no way to save 
trees once they have been infected 
by the Dutch Elm disease, but tree 
owners Can increase resistance to in- 
fection by feeding and watering 
liberally. Preventing insect damage 
to the leaves also helps: leaves are 
needed for vigorous growth. Re- 
moval of dead branches eliminates 
breeding places of bark beetles. 


Cedar-apple rust lessened. Now 
you can grow apples and crabapples 
near red cedars without severe leaf 
spotting on the apples. Fermate, a 
synthetic chemical available to home 
gardeners for the first time this year, 
is mixed with a wettable sulfur to 
produce the spray that makes this 
possible. 

Apples and crabapples are sprayed 
five times during the spring, starting 
when the leaves are 4 inch long. 
Protection is nearly complete if the 
Fermate-sulfur spray program is 
combined with a thoro spraying 
with Elgetol on the red cedars to 
kill many disease spores before they 
escape from the orange-yellow jelly- 
like masses. Dr. F. H. Lewis of 
Pennsylvania State College reports 
that Elgetol would injure the red 
cedars severely if used in concen- 
trations high enough to kill all the 
disease spores. 


Quick death for rats. ANTU, a 
new synthetic chemical rat killer, is 
scheduled for immediate release for 
nationwide retail sale. One pound of 
the pure chemical is enough to kill 
200,000 rats. Fortunately, its lethal

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action is quite specific. The common 
brown and gray rats, also mice, are 
highly susceptible. Dogs usually can 
vomit out the poison if there is food 
present in their stomachs. 

The black rat of Gulf and Coastal 
States is not killed by ANTU. 
Squirrels, poultry, and wild birds 
also are quite immune. With reason- 
able care to prevent man from eating 
it accidentally, ANTU seems safe for 
use by homeowners. 

Johns Hopkins’ scientist Dr. Curt 
P. Richter was amazed to discover 
in 1941 that rats fed minute amounts 
of phenyl thiourea died within a few 
hours. ANTU, chemically alpha- 
naphthyl thiourea, proved to be 
equally toxic, also much more 
readily accepted by rats. Death is 
caused by drowning when the lungs 
become flooded by gland secretions. 

Also new, 1080, an even more 
powerful rat killer developed by the 
U. S. Fish and Wildlife Laboratory, 
is an odorless white chemical so 
deadly to man that its sale is 
restricted to licensed pest-killing 
agents. 


Fewer peer gladioli. Dust corms 
now with DDT to free them of 
thrips, the tiny, lively black insects 
that cripple flower buds of gladioli 
in summer. 

The treatment suggested by Dr. 
M. B. Farrar of the University of 
Illinois requires no special equip- 
ment: merely coat the corms by 
shaking them in a bag containing a 
2 to 5 percent DDT dust. Corms 
should be dry, but do not have to be 
peeled or cleaned. Use of liquid 
forms of DDT is not recommended. 

One ounce of dust is enough for a 
bushel of corms. The treatment can 
be used effectively up to 2 weeks be- 
fore planting. 


Less tulip blight. Fermate seems 
destined to outdate Bordeaux mix- 
ture as the spray for tulip blight 
(“tulip fire’). In tests made by 
Dr. J. C. Gould of the Western 
Washington Experiment Station, the 
disease was controlled more effec- 
tively, and spray injury to the tulips 
almost eliminated. 

One ounce of Fermate is dissolved 
in 3 gallons of water. Add the best 
spreader-sticker available at your 
seed store so the spray will wet waxy 
surfaces of tulip leaves. Spray 4 
times at 10-day intervals, beginning 
when the leaves are 4 inches high. 


Makes seed flats lighter. Ver- 
miculite, featherweight “popped” 
mica, makes struggling with heavy 
flats of soil or sand unnecessary for 
gardeners. Weighing only one tenth 
as much as soil, this material is odor- 
less and rotproof, a flaky mineral 
exploded at high temperature to 15 
times its original size. 

Dr. Vernon T. Stoutemeyer of the 
U. S. Department of Agriculture has 
run numerous tests. Vermiculite has 
prov+d to be an excellent medium 
for growing seedlings and cuttings. 
When starting with seeds, it is best 
to cover the vermiculite with a thin 
layer of powdered sphagnum moss. 
Seeds germinate faster in this more 
moist medium. 

Vermiculite has no food value. 
Seedlings must be fed a nutrient 
solution after the true leaves appear. 
Cuttings should be fed after roots are

Wiren you sit down to decide what you want in a home, whether 
you’re going to build or buy, the time has come to assume your 
most coldly analytical frame of mind. That home probably repre- 
sents the largest single investment of your life. 

Your choice of a plan and site can bring enduring satisfaction, as 
a reward for sober good judgment. Or it can bring year after year 
of dissatisfaction, perhaps a crushing burden of debt. 

Unfortunately, all too many homes are built or bought on the 
basis of a hazy knowledge of fundamental needs, plus a sentimental 
affection for some relatively unimportant feature. Some families 
have chosen a floor plan simply because it specified an attached 


garage. Others have purchased homes because the door chimes play 
a tune. A pretty exterior package is nice, but a choice made on that 
basis alone is an almost sure guarantee of serious headaches a few 
years hence. 

As a guide to a sound, intelligent selection of a home plan, Better 
Homes & Gardens presents herewith a check list where you may set 
down certain fundamentals, often overlooked. They are the key to 
a choice you won’t regret. Use the check list with frank honesty and 
an open mind. Really search your soul for the answers, and you’ll 
have a sound basis for selecting a home plan that fits your real 
rather than your imagined needs. 





PLAN A BUDGET 


The starting point of all home planning 
is cost. No matter what you want, if you 
just can’t pay for it, postpone it until you 
can. 

Modern home financing is liberal and _ 
flexible. You no longer have to acquirea “> 
large part of the cost thru arduous saving. 
Down payments as low as 10 percent can 
be arranged, and long-term mortgages 
reduce monthly payments. But if you obligate your credit to the break- 
ing point, you'll not enjoy your home, no matter how attractive it is. 

As a first step in home planning, sit down in family conclave 
and check your assets—savings and assured income. Decide how 
much of that income_you can apply to the cost of a house on a 
monthly basis; one-fifth to one-fourth is a conservative basis for 
figuring. Multiply that sum by 100, add it to savings available, 
and you’ll have a safe budget figure. 

The cost of a home is more than the cost of site and construc- 
tion. You’ll want it attractively furnished, decorated, and land- 
scaped. Make an inventory of furnishings and equipment you'll 
have to buy, and include the cost in your budget. Allow, too, for 
“extras” such as architect’s fees, cost of plans, and possible up- 
ward revision of cost estimates.

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WHERE TO BUILD 








Before planning the house, decide 
where you’d like to live; the site will 
influence most of the detailed deci- 
sions you make about the house itself. 

First consider the pattern of your 
family living—how much time you’re 
willing to spend going to and from 
work, where you’d like your children 
to go to school, the sort of entertainment you prefer. Having 
found a general location that fits your needs, check the neighbor- 
hood for transportation, schools, churches, zoning restrictions, 
daily shopping facilities, traffic hazards, recreation, and tax rates. 

After selecting a neighborhood, choose a site that satisfies your 
family’s tastes for contour, trees, and view, one that will permit 
development of outdoor features you want. Check all utilities— 
sanitary sewer, water, gas, electricity, and paving. 

Zoning, used to keep commercial properties out of residential 
districts, has had great development in the 
past 20 years. Upon choosing a site, ask 
your city engineer if it is in a district zoned 
for residential building. 

Your city assessor can give you the tax 
rate and any special assessments for the lot. 
The city or county engineer can answer 
questions about utilities. 

If you do not own a lot, answering the 
first four questions will help you select one.

clean-smelling, husky bloom, that appeals your eye over your friends’ premises and watch attend- 
to a man. Doctors, lawyers, merchants, 


bricklayers, cartoonists, engineers, printers, 
and plumbers all admit it. At the peak of 
the peony season, a man’s wife may upset 
all his plans for gloating over rival peony 
fans by cutting his prize blooms for church 
or party just before the gloat session can 
start. But that won’t stymie those plant 
orders—‘‘for just a few more, my dear.” 

It all makes sense. Peonies aren’t demand- 
ing. Plant them in early spring or fall in 
good soil in full sun and they’ll bloom. These 
herbaceous peonies are hardy and excep- 
tionally long-lived. In northern gardens, 
their own frosted foliage mulches the soil 
about them against winter heaving. They 
hold their places presentably all season and 
don’t suffer a whit when you drop every- 
thing and go off on vacation.

Often it’s the little things that count— 
hammock hooks ready for that lazy hour, 
handy hose connections, a stout hook on the 
post of Junior’s swing to which extra clothes- 
lines can be fastened when blankets and 
draperies need sunning.

Licuts and electrical outlets rate A-1 in 
importance. You’ll want perfectly perked 
coffee for suppers outside, and hot toast for 
June breakfasts when strawberries are ripe 
and there’s plenty of cream. A good light 
with reflector above the garage door will 
make shuffleboard games on the drive pos- 
sible long after dark. 

A bell on your gate is the equal of masses 
of thick shrubbery when you’re taking a sun- 
bath. Such a bell will also warn you when 
your small people start to stray from their 
own play yard, and so save you hours of 
supervision and countless worry lines. 

If you think it out, you can probably 
make your property, whatever its size, the 
most livable place on your street.

O GET refrigerators to you quickly, 
many manufacturers have brought out 
models that are almost- the same as their 
prewar designs. Often, however, there are 
hidden changes on the inside. Lessons 
learned in the manufacture of war equip- 
ment have been applied to refrigerator pro- 
duction. Sometimes it’s highest precision 


building, sometimes refinement of detail or 
type of material used. But whatever the new 
models or changes, they’re designed to give 
you better value, greater usability, lower

for vou.

Cabinets 
Many models have an outer shell of 
heavy-gauge steel welded in one piece, with 
an inner shell made from a single piece of 
porcelain-enameled _ steel his means 
smoother, rounded corners, hence easier 
cleaning. The floor of the refrigerator may 


be an acid-resistant porcelain that with- 
stands spill-overs and will not be perma- 
nemtly marred by acid foods 


If you’re told that the inet is bonder- 
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ized, feel assured of extra protection against 
rust. Bonderization is a process which helps 
hold enamel paint or liquid plastic to steel, 
making it rust-resistant. 

The better the insulation, the better the 
refrigerator. Insulation, sealed into the door 
and between the cabinet’s inner and outer 
shells, prevents the vapor that ordinarily 
results when there are sharp contrasts be- 
tween inside and outside temperatures. You 
may want to ask your dealer about the 
merits of various types of insulation. Time 
was when cork was the stand-by. Now fiber 
glass, glass wool, plastic, and_ specially 
treated paper are used to insulate the cab- 
inets. Doors usually have a rubber strip or 
composition gasket which forms a seal when 
the box is closed. 

An average family opens and closes its 
refrigerator about 50 times a day. It pays to 
check door openings to see that they're 
quick, easy, and dependable. One manufac- 
turer features an elbow-touch door, an- 
other a model that is finger-tip controlled 
just a touch and the door opens. 

See that your refrigerator is correctly 
placed in your kitchen, with an eye to ven- 
tilation requirements. If possible, have a 
counter placed on the handle side of the 
door to hold items going to or from the re- 
frigerator; it will cut down on door opening 
and operating cost. Some manufacturers 
offer right or left opening refrigerators. 


Consider a Larger Size 
Whether ice, gas, 
or electric, your re- 
frigerator gives your 
living and eating 
standards a_ boost. 
It guards your fam- 
ily’s health, allows wide mealtime variety, 
makes shopping easy and entertaining fun. 
Now that mass production gives us big,

Allowing almost two cubic feet for each ;

Less-crowded shelves mean better circula- 
tion, better food storage at less cost. 

Most manufacturers are starting with a 
seven-cubic-foot refrigerator as their small- 
est model. Depending upon shelf arrange- 
ment, this size will give you approximately 
12 to 13 square feet of shelf space. Base the 
size of your new model on the capacity of 
your old refrigerator plus the extra space 4 
you've always wanted in midsummer melon :

Hidden power in the new refrigerators 
boosts your ice-cube harvest. Manufac- 
turers, alert to the needs of entertaining, 
have introduced models that will freeze 
cubes in one hour.

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Some are being shown now: others are 
scheduled for arrival soon. Two manufac- 
turers plan to show a refrigerator with two 
separate cabinet doors. One model has the 
upper cabinet as the freezer; the other has 
the freezer behind the lower door. In both, 
the regular storage unit is typical and 
roomy. The auxiliary cabinets can be used 
as home freezers or storage lockers. 

Separate doors are an advantage. A con- 
stant zero temperature can be maintained 
in the freezing cabinet with little difficulty, 
because its door is not opened more than 
three or four times a day. This means low- 
er operating costs, too. 

This type of freezing cabinet, with power vias 
‘to sharp freeze at 5 or 10 below zero, may _ 
be recommended for quick freezing. Find dc 
out what the manufacturer advises for the ste 
freezing load. Some of the freezing com- ree 
partments are very roomy—one will house ri 
130 pounds of meat or 80 quart packages of pe 
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fruits and vegetables. As an added plus, 
each compartment may have its own cooling 
unit, thus giving the refrigerator a primary 
and secondary system. 


Wide Temperature HKange 


A temperature range 
in some cases from 10 
degrees below zero to 
regular storage tem- 
peratures of 34 to 45 
degrees will offer you 
special refrigeration for 
every food-storage re- 
quirement. Simpler defrosting arrangements 
are other new features you’ll be glad to see. 
Defrosting of the regular food-storage unit 
never will be necessary in some models. 
Clever drain arrangements provide for 
water evaporation by the heat of the motor, 
thus relieving you of the defrosting respon- 
sibility. In special zero or below-freezing 
compartments, you’ll need to defrost only a 
few times a year. Temperature controls are 
conveniently located.

For Frozen Foods 

In some models regular 
ice-cube-freezing units have 
been extended from wall to 
wall to make roomy com- 
partments for storing food 
already frozen. Some of 
these cabinets have two 
doors that swing out; others 
have a tilt-down door. 

Usually about one-third 
larger than prewar freezing 
units, the frozen-food compartments run in 
size from 10-pound to 80-pound capacity. 
These areas will maintain constant tempera- 
tures of around zero or below. Altho you 
can use such compartments for occasional 
freezing jobs in limited amounts, the manu- 
facturers have planned them for use as 
holding cabinets. In them, you can freeze 
extra fish when the catch is good, or ice 
cream in your favorite oversize container. 
You also will use these areas for freezing 
ice cubes and frozen desserts. 











Controlled Humidity 








Made by building coils into the refrig- 
erator walls, controlled-humidity compart- 
ments provide constant temperatures. Foods 
do not need to be covered because air cir- 
culation is reduced to a minimum; they stay 
moist because there is little flow of air pass- 
ing over them, and hence no exchange of 
food flavors. Expect to pay more for this 
added convenience. 
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One manufacturer, to guard health and 
retard food spoilage, has installed a special 
tubular lamp which produces germ-killing, 
ultraviolet rays. 

The new refrigerators offer quick, dry 
cold for fast freezing, moist cold for general 
storage, and extra-moist or high-humidity 
for fruits and vegetables. In modern ice 
refrigerators, you will find temperatures 
constant even tho the ice has run low. En- 
gineers have designed interiors to guide the 
air current so that it conserves the cold. 


Keynote: Flexibility 


























- Flexibility and accessibility are the con- 

venient keynotes of modern refrigerators, 
some of which have as many as a dozen 
different ways to convert interior arrange- 
ments. If you have one of these flexible in- 
teriors in your model, clip and tape the plan 
sheet in a see-able place to remind you of 
your refrigerator’s possibilities. Check shelf 
planning to answer your special storage 
problems; find out what provisions have 
been made for chilling such extras as big 
turkeys, jumbo watermelons, or big pickings 
of garden produce. 


Meat Storage 


























If that space below the freezing unit is 
much used in your meal making, you’ll 
want to check its flexibility. Some manufac- 
turers offer half a dozen quick changes of 
heights, and shift shallow and deep con- 
tainers for special duties. In addition to 
using the big, roomy meat-keepers for (a) 
meat storage, use them (b) to store ice cubes, 
(c) to chill beverages, (d) to make desserts. 
Or remove the pan and use the entire space 
for storing bulky items. 





Hinged half shelves make it possible to 
fold them down, or in some models back, 
and quickly provide space for odd-shaped, 
tall, or bulky articles. 


In some models, the 
freezing unit has been 
moved slightly toward one 
wall. This creates room for 
eight square, quart milk 
bottles on the one side, an 
important consideration 
when there are children in the family and 
milk deliveries are curtailed. The narrow 
space on the other side of the freezing unit 
is custom-built for tall beverage bottles and 
large cans of fruit juice. Step-down shelf 




















allows more headroom for bottles. 

Narrow shelves on the 
inside of some refrigerator 
doors put small items and 
fruits at your finger tips, 
thus increasing accessibil- 
ity and saving the main 
storage space for larger 
articles. One line has a separate swinging 
storage door within the door of the cabinet. 








Dry Storage ° 
Most refrigerators, making 
use of every inch of storage 
space, have a bin at the cab- 
inet’s base. Altho unrefrig- 
erated, such bins are handy 
for supplies of canned fruits 
or beverages ready for chilling. The area is 
usually too warm for vegetables unless it has 
been insulated for root vegetable storage. 





Fresh Fruit and Vegetable Storage 




















A high-humidity storage spot for vege- 
tables and fruits is important in keeping 
salad greens crisp and vitamins intact. 

A glass shelf usually forms the cover of a 
crisper pan. The drawer itself may be stain- 
less porcelain or aluminum, and may glide 
out smoothly on rollers. The important 
thing is to get enough depth for large heads 
of lettuce or other greens. 

Three different types of arrangement are 
offered: (a) a single or twin-drawer com- 
partment with one side for fruits, the other 
for vegetables, (b) a roomy, wall-to-wall 
drawer that enables you to take inventory 
at a glance, (c) a glass, double-door compart- 
ment with glass shelves. It is cooled by in- 
the-wall coils which aid in maintaining and 
controlling moisture. 


Compressors 

The compressor is the “heart”? which 
makes your refrigerator cold. A good com- 
pressor, properly attended to, is essential to 
good operation. Usually these motors, 
housed in the cabinet, are hermetically or 
otherwise sealed so that you’ll never need 
to oil them. Be sure to check this point. 


Buy With Confidence 


The manufacturers of most refrigerators 
being offered have old-line names in the 
field.

Is Your Boy or Girl Rebellious? 


By Louis E. Bisch, M.D., Ph.D. 


During 34 years of practice, Doctor Bisch, neuropsychiatrist 


and author of ‘‘ Your Nerves,’”’ has encountered hundreds of 


cases of difficult and problem children. This article was 


written in answer to distraught fathers and mothers who 


consult him, declaring they can’t understand what’s come 


over Tom or Mary to make him or her so suddenly hateful 


Irs a blow that never fails to strike. The first time 
your hitherto loving and adoring child talks back 
and definitely shows antagonism, something grips 
at your heartstrings—and it hurts. 

The truth of this impressed me most forcibly last 
winter when I happened to be at a ranch deep in 
the Arizona desert, with the nearest habitation 20 
miles distant. On a peaceful Sunday morning, the 
hysterical screams arising from the cottage occupied 
by a young married woman and her 4-year-old 
daughter seemed so intense and discordant that I 
stopped at the door to inquire what was the matter. 

There stood Evelyn in the middle of the room, 
clad only in cowboy boots and underwear, shouting 
as loudly as she could, “I won’t! I won't!” and 
jumping up and down. Tossed about were articles 
of clothing that evidently comprised Evelyn’s best 
Sunday outfit. 

Because she was desperately clinging to a brightly 
colored wool shirt and blue overalls, it was evident 
that what she was insisting upon wearing was caus- 
ing all the trouble. 

‘““Where’s Mummy, Evelyn?” I asked quietly, 
without mentioning her tantrum and with the pur- 
pose of distracting her. “Would you mind telling 
Mother I'd like to see her?” 

Evelyn was surprised; she stopped crying instant- 
ly, looking at me in a puzzled fashion rather than as 
if startled or afraid. Then, suddenly, she dropped the 
ranch outfit, grabbed her silk dress, and ran into a 
rear room, 

Since Evelyn’s mother failed to appear, I investi- 
gated. I found her lying on the bathroom floor in a 
dead faint. 

Not every mother takes her son’s or daughter’s 
disobedience as hard as Mrs. W. did. All mothers 
and fathers, however, suffer to greater or lesser 
degree when their own children show the beginning 
signs of resistance and the will to be independent. 
Altho it is a natural—even desirable—developmen- 
tal process, a lump arises in your throat. 

Nor are the first signs of such rebelliousness the 
end of it! Once it has started, it bobs up again and 
again thru the years. Indeed, adolescents usually 
give far more trouble than preadolescents or 
younger children. By that time, however, you have 
come to learn your child’s character, and you know 
what to expect. 


First Signs Upset You 

It’s the beginning that upsets you most—when 
your otherwise trusting, sweet, and lovable darling 
turns against you, and you feel with a sickening sense 
of frustration that you don’t understand your own 
flesh and blood after all. 

Later, when you get into your stride, there are 
balancing factors. You’re interested in observing 
your child’s reactions to your teachings, which are 
modified as time goes on. Your pride and ego in- 


crease as you face your problem and finally solve it. 

Here’s the point, really! Try not to be over- 
whelmed or dismayed when the inevitable occurs. 
Expect it. 

Such a sensible attitude not only will save you 
misgivings, hurts, self-accusations, but will tend to 
reduce your child’s antagonisms to a minimum. 

If Wilbur, at 7, calls you goofy, ask him quietly 
where he heard the word, what it means to him, 
why he applies it to you. Don’t scold him or tell 
him he should be ashamed of himself or burst into 
tears. Once you discover what goofy signifies in his 
immature mind and why he feels justified in apply- 
ing it to you, it will be easy for you to point out that 
it was needless and foolish for him to show such 
disrespect. 

If Flora, at 17, doesn’t return from a party at the 
time you set, realize that she is growing up, testing 
out her self-reliance and independence. Undoubted- 
ly she has been worrying herself half sick, wondering 
whether or not she should disobey and what effect 
it will have upon you if she does. 

In instances of this kind—common denominator 
to all girls—explain that her rebelliousness, what- 
ever its nature, is a normal and proper development. 
Don’t think that she’s a lost soul if she tries to cir- 
cumvent your authority and surveillance. 

Husbands and wives should have the same under- 
standing of this problem. Talk it over quietly, re- 
vealing neither emotion nor alarm. 

The wife can undoubtedly explain that she knows 
what a struggle the daughter is going thru, that the 
years from 16 to 20 are trying ones centered princi- 
pally around romance and love, which in turn are 
associated closely with emancipation from the home. 

The same goes for boys—at times they feel bold 
and defiant; at others, timid and afraid. Physio- 
logical changes within the organic self have their 
repercussions in the mental and emotional spheres. 
Adolescence is a period normally and characteris- 
tically full of turmoil, doubt, and uncertainty. 

You came thru all right. That’s why you’re under- 
standing and not worried. Tell that to your adoles- 
cent girl or boy and you'll be surprised how much 
their antagonisms will disappear. 


Pubertal Years Are Trying 

The ages of 13 and 14 are trying ones for parents. 
These are their children’s pubertal years, when 
endocrine glands, hitherto relatively dormant, begin 
to function in earnest. Parents, particularly mothers, 
often do not recognize their children as their own 
during these periods. 
_ Remember that after puberty both girls and boys 
actually are able to reproduce their own kind. They 
can become mothers and fathers—and often do in

parents can approach the shocking. 
Which brings to mind the case of a 
girl, 13, who turned—‘overnight,” 
the mother said—from a kind, gen- 
tle, cooperative child to a spiteful 
and vicious girl. 

On one occasion, when her mother 
reprimanded her for not washing 
the luncheon dishes as she had 
promised, she kicked her mother in 
the shins and ran out of the kitchen. 
Another time, when company was 
present and her mother praised her 
by saying she played the piano 
nicely, the girl called her mother a 
liar. 


THen there was a boy of 11 who, 
when the family moved to another 
neighborhood, became defiant at 
home, refused to run errands, used 
insulting language to both his father 
and mother, and began striking his 
younger sisters on the slightest prov- 
ocation. He was sent to me for 
diagnosis. 

He was suspected of being mental- 
ly defective, or at least of developing 
delinquent tendencies. Neither was 
correct. He was simply a preadoles- 
cent struggling with himself, not 
knowing that he was passing thru a 
natural process of evolution, not 
realizing that his antagonism toward 
his family was neither genuine nor 
fundamental, but merely the re- 
flection of his inner emotional con- 
flicts. 

*T had it all planned to run away 
from home,”’ he confessed. 

“Did you think that in this way 
you could run away from yourself?” 
I replied. 

The boy didn’t catch on at first, 
but all at once he understood. His 
face lighted up. ‘‘Gee, Doc,” he said, 
“T get it.” Then, after a pause, he 
added, “I love them all at home 
very much. Please tell them to be 
patient. Ill get over it.” 


He WAS right. As the French say- 
ing goes, ‘‘It passes.”” Think of that 
when your children behave as tho 
they wished you were dead. 

Opposite sexes attract; same sexes 
repel. Therefore, it’s perfectly nor- 
mal for a girl to be especially an- 
tagonistic toward her mother while 
a boy shows identical attitudes 
toward his father. Similar attitudes 
may appear in brother-sister re- 
lationships. 

Oddly enough, parents don’t seem 
to recognize these basic psychologi- 
cal facts. I hear them complaining 
and see them depressed when such 
perfectly natural antagonisms ap- 
pear. “I thought a boy likes to be 
close to his father and that a father 
should be pals with his boy,”’ pro- 
tested a friend of mine recently. 
‘And doesn’t the same hold true for 
the mother-daughter relationship?” 


Ir DOES, but only to a degree. 
Love, affection, understanding— 
all are highly desirable where pa- 
rental relationships to children of the 
same sex are concerned. However, 
they never should amount to strangle 
holds. Be close to your children, yes; 
but don’t use love ties as a means of

Become neither alarmed 
nor dismayed. Even if it hurts, try 
not to show it. 

I know how much you cherish 
those beginning years. But they can’t 
last; they shouldn’t last. No parent 
wants his or her children to remain 
ineffectual and immature. 

By being patient and understand- 
ing that your boy or girl is growing 
| up, you can help him or her develop

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How to Repair Screens 








By Walter E. Durbahn 


Winpow and door screens demand attention. In a 
state of disrepair, they make the whole house seem shab- 
by and unkempt. Yet a handy man can do most screen- 
maintenance jobs in odd moments, with few tools. 





1. By frequently pushing against a door screen, children often pull the 
screen loose from the molding. It may be too short for renailing. The solu- 
tion—extra strips of 34 by *-inch wood nailed to the inner edges of the 
frame. Pull screen into place with pliers and tack it to the added strips. 


A by 1%-inch piece of wood will serve as a push-bar. 


2. Small holes in screens can be repaired with a neat patch. Fasten patch 
in place by weaving a strand of wire around the edges. 





3. Badly torn or rusted screen should be replaced. After removing old 
wire, trim one end of new screen, cutting parallel with cross-strands to 
insure a square fit. Fasten new screen as sketched, beginning at corner A 
of trimmed end. Stretch wire and tack at corner B, then fasten top edge C. 
Pull wire into place and tack at corner D, then along edge E. Stretch wire 
diagonally and fasten corner F. On edge G, begin at the center and work 
both ways, then fasten edge H the same way. 


4. Renail molding with 1-inch brads. If new molding is used, corner miters 
can be made to fit exactly by lapping strips, then sawing. A thin piece of 
wood under molding will prevent the saw from cutting the wire. 

With molding in place, run a sharp pocketknife along the outer edge to 
trim away waste screen. 





5. Corners of weakened frames can be reinforced with any one of several 
types of metal braces, including the four types shown in the sketch. The 
pressed-steel corner brace may be used to hold joints of a new frame. 


6. Lumber dealers usually have screen stock from which new frames are 
made. Side, top, and center pieces are 154 inches wide, and bottom rails 
are made of 35%-inch lumber. Side stiles extend the full length of the 
screen, with rails fitted between. Of various corner joints, the simplest is 
the butt-joint held with Scotch fasteners, as sketched. Tarn to page 107

Not all the trouble occurs in 
spring and summer. Rains and 
thaws during winter cause damage, 
too. To overcome this, we sow a 
winter cover crop of rye aud hairy 
vetch, which benefits our garden 
three ways. The cover crop uses up 
the residue of plant foods left by the 
garden crops instead of letting them 
leach away, and it protects the soil 
against erosion during the winter. 
And in the spring, when it is spaded 
into the ground, it adds organic mat- 
ter to the soil. 

Rye and vetch can be planted any 
time from August 1 to October 1. 
They grow slowly all winter. Spade 
or plow them under in ‘the spring 
while the plants are still succulent. 

All of these are simple things that 
anyone can do without expert help. 
They yield tangible returns in sav- 
ing soil, seed, and plant food. And 
they also result in more flowers and 
vegetables from the same space.

A utility flour, it temporarily re- 
places the regular enriched white 
flour. You will find some of your 
favorite brands replaced by new 
names for the emergency flour. For 
those who use self-rising flour, an 
emergency self-rising flour is avail- 
able. There will be no cake flour 
milled. 


2. Is it a brown flour? 

No, it has a creamy white to beige 
color in contrast to the color of the 
enriched white flour we’ve been 
using. The color is due to the pres- 
ence of more of the wheat kernel 
than is usually milled into white 
flour. From 100 pounds of wheat, 
72 pounds of flour used to be milled. 
Now 100 pounds of wheat yield 80 
pounds of the emergency flour. 


3. How does the color affect baked 


products? 


Plain biscuits, breads, and pastry 
will be slightly off-white. No color 
change will be noticed when recipes 
use whole egg, egg yolks, spice, 
chocolate, or other ingredients which 
add color. 


4, Will I have to change my recipes 
to use emergency flour? 


No, you use emergency flour just as 
you would enriched white flour. 


5. How will my cake made with emer- 
gency flour compare with what I 
usually make? 


The flavor will be about the same. 
The cake will not be so velvety and 
delicate, nor will it have the volume 
of a cake made with cake flour or 
with enriched white flour. How- 
ever, we have made good spice, 
chocolate, and other favorite cakes. 
We do not advise making the new 
one-bowl cakes with emergency 
flour since they do require precision 
ingredients. There'll be special cakes 
made with emergency flour in the 
July issue of Better Homes G Gardens. 


6. Should I make any changes in 
making quick breads? 

Follow the same rule, ‘‘Mix only 
until flour is moistened,”’ when you 
are making the breakfast muffins, 
pancakes, or other quick breads. 


7. Will yeast breads react differently 
with emergency flour? | Turn to next page

The result of our work bears out 
our belief that lettering can be as 
attractive as pictures, that names 
are as pleasing to see as to hear, and 
that events from one’s own life make 
fine decorative material.

IF POSSIBLE, wait a 
while to see Mex- 
ico.

Wildflowers 


Easy to Grow

SoMETHING carefree and un- 
tamed about wildflowers reminds 
us of our childhood, a part of it that’s 
growing more and more remote in 
our memories with each new bill- 
board that straddles a country fence. 
Going to Grandfather’s house no 
longer dallies us along roadsides 
color-splotched with adder’s tongue 
and spring beauty.

Eacu year Waltham Field Station of Massachusetts 
State College conducts extensive trials of annuals, com- 
paring new introductions with the older varieties. Also 
during the past two seasons, flowers have been cut often 
and carried to the veterans’ hospitals about Boston. Thus, 
at the station we observed the sorts superior in form and 
color for garden planting and at the hospitals those that 
did best as cut flowers.

If you plan 
utility closets, decide where they could best be placed. 

Laundries no longer need be dark, steamy cubbyholes. Modern 
equipment makes laundries as smart and attractive as kitchens. 
Families vary in the amount of laundry work done at home; 
some prefer complete laundries with dryer, mangle, and washer, 
while others use commercial laundries for all or part of the job. 
You can have a compact laundry in connection with the kitchen, 
or in a separate utility room. 

Utility rooms are becoming increasingly popular. They can be 
use| for washing clothes, ironing, sewing, canning, and freezing, 
as well as for storage. They can be built adjoining the kitchen or 
in the basement. In a one-story house, the utility room usually 
houses the heating unit as well.

STORAGE 


Lack of storage space in existing homes is the major complaint 
of homemakers in every survey. The average household accumu- 
lates much part-time equipment over a period of years, and seldom 
is there adequate storage space for it. Fibber McGee’s hall closet 
is no joke! 

To keep any semblance of order, storage space should be care- 
fully planned for out-of-season and in-season clothing, bathroom 
supplies, bedclothes, household cleaning equipment, canned 
food, books, toys, luggage, hobby and sports equipment, garden 
tools and furniture, automobiles, bicycles, screens, and storm 
sash. Storage units should be designed for efficient handling of 
specific items, located as near as possible to the point of use.

5. Electric shock, always more 
serious to a toddler than to an adult, 
sometimes is fatal to children.

Keep it working all summer with repeat and interplantings. At each 
end of the basil and pepper row, set a single plant of sage or mini. 

Grow a crop of 
early radishes between the tomatoes. Replace lettuce with more 
lettuce, Chinese cabbage, or endive. Plant onion sets between the 
slow-growing parsley and thyme. Pot some herbs to enjoy during 
the winter. Keep chives and parsley more moist than most house 
plants and they'll thrive in a moderately sunny window. Make a late 
planting of basil for winter use—old plants insist on blooming. 
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Back-Door Grocery. This green grocery is designed to supply salad 
vegetables, the kind whose garden-freshness is all-important to 
flavor and vitamins. Because perennial herbs shouldn’t be disturbed 
except for occasional dividing, it’s a good idea to group them by 
themselves to avoid damage by plow or spade. Here the two front 
rows—excepting parsley—are perennials, and conveniently placed 
on the kitchen side of the garden. Make second plantings and inter- 
planting to increase yield. Snap beans may be replaced with Chinese 
cabbage or endive—both improved by early frosts—or late lettuce.

Tuere’s no getting around it. A 
dog is all things to the one he loves, 
all things that are fine and noble. 
He holds nothing back. Guile does 
not fit into his world. 

In exchange for a little food and 
an occasional pat, he delivers a full 
measure of adoration, obedience, 
fidelity, sympathy, gratitude, valor, 
and fortitude. All of which means 
he’ll die gracefully and gladly for 
the object of his affections (that’s 
you!) at the drop of a hat. 

That's a lot for a little. But any 
dog owner will tell you it’s true. 


Now —how do you reciprocate? 
What do you give in exchange for 
this devotion that you couldn’t buy 
with all the money in the world? 

How well do you feed your dog? 
Do you scrape up leavings from 
your table, some of which are in- 
jurious to a dog’s stomach (such as 
potatoes, fresh bread, cabbage, fried 
onions, macaroni, chicken bones, 
fishbones, excessive fats)? Do you 
unceremoniously dump these scraps 
on the basement floor, in the yard, 
or in some other unsanitary place 
that’s a breeding ground for deadly 
germs and parasites? 

On chicken and fishbones, it’s 
well to remember a dog can’t digest 
these—they’ll sometimes puncture 
the lining of the stomach. And never 
throw a dog’s food on the ground. 
More than 90 percent of all parasites 
and germs seek vegetable matter, 
such as soil, rubbish, or decayed 
wood for the first stages of their de- 
velopment. Your troubles begin 
when these tiny larvae or micro- 
scopic eggs of worms are lapped up

long, without exercise and a few 
airings? Keep this in mind: A dog 
needs clean, good air and plenty of 
it. His skin has no pores, so he does 
all his perspiring and breathing thru 
his mouth. Size for size, he uses up 
more air than a man. 


Do YOU brush your dog now and 
then—not only to stimulate his skin, 
but also to remove a lot of irritating 
dead hair and generally improve the 
appearance and sheen of his coat? A 
good brushing twice a week will do 
your dog more good than you think. 
Use a brush with long, stiff bristles 
for a long-haired dog—a semisoft, 
short-bristled brush for a_ short- 
haired dog. And don’t bathe him in 
winter months at all if you can avoid 
it; the brushing keeps him amply 
clean. In summer, once-a-month 
bathing is plenty. Too much bathing 
keeps down the flow of beneficial 
oils, makes a dog’s skin overdry. 
Back to brushing for a moment— 
‘palm oil’? works wonders. That is, 
after the ordinary brushing, there is 
nothing that puts such a fine gloss 
on a dog’s coat as polishing with the 
bare hand. This gives the hair a 
lustrous sheen. 

Do you have a veterinary trim 
your dog’s nails once in three to four 
months—or do you let them grow 
so long his pads are forced to simu- 
late the tread of a “‘rabbit foot,”’ 
thereby crippling his natural posture 
and curtailing his active spirit?

rainstorm, unloading may conven- 
iently be done from within the 
garage. 

Kitchen, utility room, and garage 
line the front of the house, sheltering 
living and dining rooms from public 
view. These two rooms are almost 
one, being separated only by a jog 
in the wall. 

From the dining space, floor-to- 
ceiling glass doors open directly 
onto a sheltered, paved terrace, only 
a few steps from the kitchen for con- 
venient summer dining out of doors. 
At the opposite end of the room, the 
outer wall of the living area is en- 
tirely of glass, with double doors 
opening from the side onto a gar- 
dened yard, and from the rear onto 
a roofed terrace-porch, the latter 
also accessible from a _ bedroom. 
With the louvered front door, the 
living-dining area has four-way 
ventilation. 


Tue rear wall of the living area 
holds a large fireplace and a wall of 
built-in bookshelves and cupboards 
in addition to porch doors. 

From the dining space, a doorway 
leads to the bedroom and bathroom 
hall. The bathroom is divided into 
two compartments, each with its 
own entrance, so it may be used by 
two persons at once, but back-to- 
back installation of fixtures reduces 
plumbing costs. 

A child’s bedroom or guest room 


| is behind the bathroom, and across 


the hall is a larger bedroom for the 
owners’ use. Placing the bedrooms 
at the rear of the house insures 
privacy as well as quiet. Both bed- 
rooms have commodious wardrobes 
with sliding doors, and there’s a 
deep linen closet in the hall. 

As the family grows, two bed- 
rooms may be too few. This plan 
permits easy expansion with the ad- 
dition of a taird bedroom at the 
rear, reached by a hall between the 
two existing bedrooms. Such ex- 
pansion would not detract from the 
appearance of the home, nor would 
it require a larger site. 

The. basement, well lighted and 
ventilated, holds laundry equip- 
ment, the heating unit, a spacious 
game room, and a closet for storage 
of game equipment. Jf a first-floor 
laundry room is preferred, it might 
conveniently be placed in the utility 
room off the garage, which is fur- 
nished as a workshop in the model.

M AY is not too late to plant bulbs 
of the summer-flowering lilies shown 
here. These six lilies are rapid grow- 
ing, sure to bloom this year if you 
plant flowering sizes. 

Lilies don’t need to be pampered. 
Merely plant the bulbs so the top of 


each is covered with soil three times 


the depth of the bulb. Any good 
garden soil will grow good lilies if 
he drainage is good. But if the soil 
; wet enough to be sticky, bulbs rot 
juickly. 

Regals and Nankeens need full 
sun. The others grow equally well 

full sun or partial shade. If you 
plant your lilies in sunny, airy loca- 
tions, you'll have much less trouble 

ith frost damage and botrytis, a 
fungus disease. 

Plant large, firm bulbs that are 

uaranteed mosaic-free. ‘‘Disease- 
free’? often means merely rot-free. 
Once infected by a mosaic disease, 
bulbs remain diseased, and transmit 
the disease to all young bulbs they 
produce. 

Request that old roots be left on: 
they hasten establishment in the new 
location.

May 3 Now this is the birthday of 
Pfc. Donald and Mr. David. And 
it’s been raining all day. So, dis- 
mally, I wait indoors, and have been 
speculating about the future and 
wondering when Donald will get out 
of the Service, and what I’d like to 
have, if this were an ideal world. 

My first need is a new garden 
structure. My old tool shed that I 
made by myself back in 1926 is too 
little, and it’s poorly built. So I 
want to build me a new one that is 
to be a dirt-gardener’s dream. The 
south end is to have a little lean-to 
greenhouse where I can start my 
plants early in spring. The rest is to 
be big enough to get in all my tools 
and things, with racks for hoes and 
rakes; shelves for storing dusts, 
sprays, cans, stakes, and the balls of 
twine; and space for winter lodging 
of the scarecrow.

May 9 With help from David, I got 
in our main crop of potatoes tonight.

May 11 A friend sent me some ex- 


perimental individual glass plant cov- 
ers. So tonight I putin some hills of 
muskmelons and squashes a week to 
10 days ahead of usual time. Then 
put these covers over the hills, each 
one in effect a little greenhouse. 

(Later note: These covers brought 
up my seedlings far ahead of those 
sown outside and gave them a big 
start. I don’t know whether this 
kind of glass cover is on the market 
yet, but there are other standard 
types of covers available.) 


May 14 Out tonight to use wheel 
hoe here and yon before supper. 
After supper, as I smoked a leisurely 
pipe indoors, a sudden thunder- 
shower came up. I ran out to where 
[ had left my wheel hoe. I turned it 
upside down and ran for the tool 
shed, pushing it ahead. Something 
happened—and I was thrown head- 
long forward right toward those up- 
turned, sharp, cultivating teeth.

Being an agile chap, I managed 
to fling myself to one side of the 
teeth, but sprawled full length upon 
the wet greensward which is in the 
middle of the garden. I wasn’t hurt 
a mite, except my dignity. I got in 
my tools, but was also soaking wet. 

I had also started to give the roses 
a thoro job of weeding with a hand 
hoe. The roses are doing all right, 
but the beds look awful to a visitor 
who doesn’t understand that weeds 
are a lesser evil than working soil 
when it is too wet. 


May 19 This Saturday afternoon I 
came quietly back to the house, 
after my first preliminary walk 
about the plantation. Found Maggie 
in the kitchen 

“I thought maybe as how I should 
work a miracle for you,” says I, as I 
held out my open hand. There re- 
posed thereon three ripe strawber- 
ries—first of the year, after four 
hard frosts have apparently killed 
off all blossoms. 


May 20 This Sunday I’m sorta dis- 
couraged.

The first daylily has opened 
out. For dinner we had asparagus 
and lettuce from our own garden 
beds. So all is not exactly gloom. 


May 21 Summer arrived today, so 
I hurried home early, sharpened the 
weeding hoe and waded in.

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May Garden Guide 


‘ 
By Marvey Bicknell ty , 


May, to me, is the month of apple blossoms, tho 
the pink-and-white blossoms share honors with the 
hawthorns, peaches, and plums. Memories of this 
May flower show come back to me again and again 
thruout the year. 


Soil preparation. The soil is now warm and dry 
enough to be fitted and planted. Spade in a 2-inch 
layer of organic matter—leaves, manure, peatmoss, 
or compost. The soil will be easier to work, and plant 
growth will be better. If they are not diseased, tops 
of old plant refuse may be used for organic matter. 

After the soil has been spaded and raked, apply a 
complete plant food to the surface and rake it in. Use 
4 pounds for each 100 square feet of area—about 1 
pint for a plot 5 x 5 feet. This chemical plant food 
will help the microorganisms in the soil decompose 
the organic matter into the kinds of food that plants 
can absorb. And, of course, the plants absorb some of 
the chemical plant food directly from the soil. 


What is pH? In a soil test, acidity of the soil is 
indicated on a pH scale much as a thermometer in- 
dicates temperature in degrees. While it is useful to 
know the soil pH, I wouldn’t worry too much about 
it. Most garden soils are already within the acidity 
range—pH 6 to 7—which gives best plant growth of 
the familiar crops. Rhododendrons, azaleas, blue- 
berries, and similar “‘acid soil plants’’ grow success- 
fully only when the soil is quite acid—pH 4 to 5. 
Soils testing above pH 7 are alkaline and often give 
trouble even for the usual garden crops. 

Soils gradually become more acid because their 
calcium is reduced by leaching and thru absorption 
by plants. Lime adds calcium to the soil. But don’t 
use lime unless you know that the soil is more acid. 
than pH 6. Over-liming is hard to correct. Occa- 
sionally there are soils which already contain too 
much lime. Your local county agricultural agent can 
give directions for a chemical treatment with sulfur 
or aluminum sulfate to increase the acidity of these 
soils. 


Sowing seeds. Level the soil and mark the rows. 
Work the soil in the row until it is very fine. This 
insures good contact between the moist soil particles 
and the seed. But do not work the soil between the 
rows too much or it will blow away. Also avoid un- 
necessary walking on the soil; each time you set your 
foot down, the soil particles are jammed together and 
penetration of water and roots is made more difficult. 

Cover the seed lightly. Seeds buried in cold, wet 
soil germinate slowly; seeds up near the warm surface 
of the soil pop into growth. The “‘seeds”’ of beets and 
New Zealand spinach are really clusters of seeds sur- 
rounded by a hull. They can be planted a little deeper 
because the hull softens and disintegrates faster when 
moisture is plentiful 


Favorite vegetables. My garden diary shows Cu- 
cumber Cubit favored for slicing.. An early white- 
spine type, it is crisp and has a small seed cavity. 
Early Calwonder pepper is mild, thick-meated, and 
ready to eat 10 days before California Wonder. 
Rutgers and Marglobe tomatoes continue to hold 
top rating with me. 


Early pests. Watch for the pests which strike just as 
the seedlings come thru the ground. Many ruin the

To grow prizewinning spikes of delphinium, clip off 
at the ground all but three of the new shoots in each 
old clump. Give each plant a handful of plant food 


Transplant all seedlings 
while they are still small. 
The lanky seedlings tend 
to wilt badly. Best size is 
from 3 to 4 inches tall 


seedlings before you are aware they are present. Be 
ready to start dusting as soon as the first leaves ap- 
pear. Striped cucumber beetles, squash-vine borers, 
squash bugs, and flea beetles are the worst early pests, 
tho aphids and Jeaf miners sometimes ruin seedling 
spinach. And one tomato hornworm can strip a plant 
in a single night. 

I am delighted to hear that prewar-strength ro- 
tenone—*4 of 1 percent—is available in 1946. I have 
found it completely effective and easy to apply as a 
dust—once each week from the time seedlings appear 
above the ground, with an extra dusting immediately 
after each rain. But a tip: the tomato hornworm eats 
so.fast that I advise picking him off by hand, rather 
than waiting for a poison to kill him. 





Mardy annuals. Set out larkspur, snapdragon, pe- 
tunias, and pansies early in May—zinnias, marigolds, 
and tuberous begonias can be planted safely after 
May 25.

them until then. Pinch back mari- 
golds and zinnias now to induce a 
bushier growth. All plants held in 
flats should be fed now. Dissolve 2 
tablespoons of a complete plant food 
in a gallon of water and use this 
solution to soak the soil. Never allow 
the soil to become dry. Once growth 
is checked by a bone-dry soil, plants 
seldom recover completely. 


Tulips. Do not remove the foliage 
until it turns brown. Leaves con- 
tinue to make food as long as they 
are green. You can plant annuals 
between the tulips, or you can dig 
the tulips and heel them in until the 
tops become brown. 

After the tops have died, dig the 
bulbs and label them by varieties. 
Store the bulbs in a dry place until 
they are planted again in Septem- 
ber or October. 


Nareissus. If your clumps produce 
leaves abundantly but few flowers, 
dig and divide the clumps after the 
tops turn brown this year. Put a 
stake at each clump now, and tie the 
foliage up so that it will be easier to 
find the bulbs after the tops die. 

Avoid piling the bulbs on each 
other during storage, and use a cool, 
dry place to store them until they 
are replanted in September. 


Lawn mowing. Don’t be tempted 
to set the lawn mower so that it 
mows shorter than 1% _ inches. 
Scientists have proved that this is 
the best height if you want the most 
attractive lawn and the least work 
in mowing it. Close cutting is par- 
ticularly bad in the spring because 
food manufactured by the grass 
plants now is needed as a reserve in 
the coming hot weather and to re- 
build the root systems. Many of our 
common lawn grasses rebuild their 
root system completely each sum- 
mer. 


Seeding a lawn. It’s too late to get 
the best growth of seedling grass, 
but not too late to seed bare spots 
overlooked earlier. Loosen the soil 
in the spots to be seeded, and keep 
it moist after the seed is sown. Straw, 
peatmoss, or even burlap helps to 
conserve moisture. Seeds of many 
kinds of grass require 3 weeks to 
germinate. 

Be certain that the spot being 
seeded is level with the lawn, or the 
new grass will be growing on a bump 
in the lawn and is likely to get yanked 
out when you try to mow, or will be 
cut shorter than it should be. 


Shrub pruning. Plan your pruning 
program so that each variety is in- 
spected immediately after it has 
finished flowering. Shrubs and trees 
do not need to be pruned each year 
unless, thru faulty planning, the 
wrong plants have been used. But 
an annual inspection “to determine 
what pruning is needed pays divi- 
dends. The sooner you prune after 
flowering is completed, the more 
time the plant has to make new 
growth and flower buds for next 
year’s bloom.

Scientists think this important 
new chemical weed killer can— 


> kill weed seeds in soil 


> rid composts of carry-over

Recent experiments conducted 
by scientists at the Beltsville, Mary- 
land, research station of the United 
States Department of Agriculture 
and at Michigan State College point 
to even wider uses for the various 
new weed killers based on 2,4- 
dichlorophenoxyacetic acid, the 
chemical compound popularly 
known as 2,4-D. 

While users are warned to go slow 
and exercise caution because the 
action of these weed killers varies 
with temperature and moisture con- 
ditions, a tremendous cut in the 
amount of hand-weeding now nec- 
essary is a distinct possibility. 

Drs. J. W. Mitchell and P. C. 
Marth of the U. S. Plant Industry 
Station at Beltsville have also worked 
out a combination lawn spray, a 
workable short cut that will appeal 
to all admirers of good lawns. 

At Michigan, Drs. H. B. Tukey, 
C. L. Hamner, and C. L. Moulton 
have experimented with ridding 
manures, compost, and muck soils 
of viable weed seeds. They found 
that the toxic effects of 2,4-D dis- 
appear from the muck soils usually 
after four weeks. 


Wauere these top-dressings for 
lawns and golf courses are found to 
be heavily infested with weed seeds, 
Tukey and Hamner recommend 
treatment before spreading. Amounts 
for such treatment and for applica- 
tion to seedbeds (before planting) 
range from low concentrations ex- 
pressed as 1 part per million to 100 
parts per million. In everyday terms 
this means that, for a complete kill 
of seeds in wet soil in warm weather, 
you may need to use per bushel of 
soil 244 quarts of a water solution 
containing 1,000 parts of 2,4-D per 
million. This is the recommended 
dilution of the best-known commer- 
cial weed killers based on 2,4-D. 
All five scientists caution that the 
techniques of application are still to 
be worked out. Doctor Mitchell 
emphasizes the point that 2,4-D is 
readily inactivated in warm, moist 
soil, and that its effect might persist 
over a long period in very dry soil. 


Tue Beltsville scientists have also 
tested a combination spray of 2,4-D, 
the high-nitrogen fertilizer urea, 
and a fungus killer, Fermate. 

They report that the weed-killing 
properties of the 2,4-D in the spray 
were in no way reduced while the 
urea (at rate of 60 pounds to the 
acre) brought the grasses to a strong 
green color and a noticeably lusty 
growth within a few days. Fungicide 
factors are to be explored further.

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DDT to Date 


By John Webster 


There’s little danger in 
household use, but gar- 


den use demands caution 


In THE calm afterglow of ex- 
citement which greeted widespread 
distribution of DDT, merits and 
demerits of the insecticide for home 
use can be evaluated. 

Continuing experiments increase 
evidence the product is not ‘“‘the 
atomic bomb of the insect world” 
—often it is less effective than older 
insecticides. Neither is it an evil 
genie likely to wipe out plant, ani- 
mal, and human life. It is simply a 
comparatively safe, efficient in- 
secticide, which, when used as directed in 
proper concentrations, doesa better jobof 
controlling some insects for a longer 
time than anything found in the past. 

DDT is probably the forerunner of 
many new, vastly improved in- 
secticides born in the laboratory. 
Rothane (DDD) is reported to have 
DDT’s effectiveness with less tox- 
icity. A new British synthetic, 666, 
is doing a promising job of control- 
ling chiggers and migratory locusts. 


InseEctIcIDEs containing DDT 
will be widely used in homes this sum- 
mer. There is little risk in household 
use of oil sprays containing up to 
5 percent DDT, or dusts with a 
DDT content up to 10 percent, so 
long as certain normal cautions are 
observed. 

Alone, the product lacks a desir- 
able quick knock-down of flying in- 
sects, but that shortcoming can be 
remedied by adding some older in- 
secticide, such as pyrethrum. The 
DDT content, if over 2 percent, has 
the laudable quality of remaining 
potent for weeks and even months. 
Adding even 1 percent DDT to in- 
secticides based on pyrethrum, ro- 
tenone, or the thiocyanates increases 
certainty of kill. 


ScIENTISTS tend to be less spe- 
cific, however, in recommending 
that use of DDT insecticides be 
extended to the home garden. True, 
they are less toxic to man than some 
older insecticides such as Paris green 
or sodium fluoride. But one of DDT’s 
primary virtues, its prolonged stay- 
ing power, demands caution in use 
on fruits or vegetables destined for 
human consumption. Generally 
speaking, it appears advisable to 
await results of further studies. Ade- 
quate testing of a new garden insec- 
ticide takes several growing seasons. 

There’s already agreement, how- 
ever, that DDT is one of the best 
materials available for combating 
common insect pests of potatoes, in- 
cluding the potato leafhopper, the 
Colorado potato beetle, the tar- 
nished plant bug, and the potato 
flea beetle. It can safely be combined 
with Bordeaux mixture or other 
fungicides to make a preparation 
which controls both insects and 
diseases—DDT itself has no value

in controlling plant diseases. Five ap- 
plications of a 3-percent DDT dust 
to foliage during a growing season 
give good insect control, and tubers 
underground are well protected 
from contamination. 

Other vegetables in which edible 
portions are protected have been 
treated successfully. A 5-percent 
DDT dust controls pea aphids, beet 
leafhoppers, and onion thrips if ap- 
plied at weekly intervals to keep 
host plants thoroly covered. If you 
try it, forego the pleasure of eating 
beet greens, pea pods, or onion tops. 


Go1nc slow in garden use of 
DDT is still advisable, but there has 
been no authenticated case of 
human death traceable to DDT poi- 
soning. With care, DDT dusts may 
eventually prove the answer in 
control of leafhoppers, flea beetles, 
lepidopterous caterpillars, chinch 
bugs, Japanese beetles, thrips, tar- 
nished plant bugs, cranberry fruit- 
worms, European corn borer, straw- 
berry weevils, rose chafers, rose 
midge, some aphids, earwigs, vetch- 
bean caterpillars, and many other 
pests. 

On the other hand, there are a 
number of common garden insects 
against which DDT has not been 
found effective, including the Mexi- 
can bean beetle, hornworms on 
tomatoes, the red spider-mite, and 
some species of aphids. And DDT is 
toxic to some plants. Small amounts 
will kill or stunt melons, squash, 
cucumbers, and other cucurbits, 
and will retard corn, tomatoes, and 
beans. Rotenone compounds con- 
tinue to be the best general-purpose 
insecticides for the vegetable garden. 

Extensive use of DDT insecticides 
on shade trees, ornamental shrubs, 
and flowers is expected. Oil-base 
sprays must never be used, because 
the solvent will “‘burn” foliage. But 
a 40-percent DDT wettable powder, 
mixed 1 to 144 pounds per 100 gal- 
lons of water, controls codling moths, 
gypsy moths, spruce budworm, lo- 
cust leaf miner, pine sawfly, locust 
borer, leafhoppers, tent caterpillars, 
cankerworms, thrips, plant bugs, 
and beetles. Complete coverage of 
foliage is essential, and several ap- 
plications are necessary. The box- 
wood leaf miner can be controlled 
with a DDT spray applied to the 
foliage as soon as the heads of pupae 
turn brown. 


Tue worst enemy of orchards, the 
codling moth, has been held in check 
for as long as two weeks with a 
single application of a_ wettable 
DDT spray. But the insecticide’s 
threat to the honeybee and other 
pollinators should not be overlooked. 
DDT is no more lethal to bees than 
some older insecticides, such as the 
arsenicals. But if you 'spray orchards 
with DDT, do it when trees aren’t 
in bloom. 

On the basis of incomplete tests, 
DDT gives excellent contro] of the 
lawn chinch bug. A dust containing 
4 pound of DDT, applied to 100 
square feet of lawn, is as effective as 
25 pounds of lead arsenate, hence is 
far more economical. A single ap- 
plication of lead arsenate usually 
gives adequate protection for five 
years; in the more than two years 
since tests were started, DDT has 
not lost its effectiveness.

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may kill insect enemies of immune 
pests such as the red spider-mite, 
thus “upsetting the balance of Na- 
ture” and allowing the pest to 
flourish unchecked. Actually, Na- 
ture is unbalanced each time an in- 
sect pest gets out of hand. It will 
take careful scientific evaluation to 
determine what sacrifice to make in 
order to restore balance. It might be 
worth while, for example, to poison 
some fish in order to save acres of 
forest threatened by insects. 


For household use, obtain DDT 
in the proper form and concen- 
tration to suit your needs. Early dis- 
appointment in the insecticide was 
largely due to use of inferior prod- 
ucts. Some of them, labeled ‘‘Con- 
tains DDT—100 Percent Active 
Ingredients,” actually contained as 
little as 1/100th of 1 percent DDT, 
and the other active ingredient was 
kerosene ! 

Federal regulations at present do 
not require that the percentage of 
DDT be placed on the label, so 
long as the label is not “‘false or mis- 
leading.”’ But many a manufacturer 
is including that information for his 
own protection, and as a guide to 
intelligent purchase and use. 

One of DDT’s great assets, its 
lasting potency, disappears in prod- 
ucts for household use containing 
less than 2 percent DDT. Such 
products have value only as space 
sprays to kill flying insects present 
at the moment of use, and, for best 
results, should also contain pyre- 
thrum as a fast knock-down agent. 

To achieve lasting results—up to 
three or four months unless removed 
by weathering or: washing—a mini- 
mum of 3 to 5 percent DDT in an 
oil or water spray has been widely 
recommended. 


Tue aerosol bomb is effective as 
a contact spray against flying insects, 
especially if it also contains pyre- 
thrum. But it dispenses particles too 
fine to leave an effective residue for 
killing such crawling insects as 
cockroaches, ants, and bedbugs. 

In experiments with DDT paints, 
best results have been achieved with 
water-based compounds such as 
calcimine. Oil paints will be less 
satisfactory until a solvent is found 
to bring DDT to the surface. 

When you are using DDT in any form, 
remember the basic precautions. Avoid 
contamination of food. Avoid inhalation. 
When spraying with an oil solution do 
not smoke. Stay away from open flame— 
there’s a serious fire hazard. Wash 
spilled oil solutions from skin immediate- 
ly, and never use oil solutions on animals. 
Don’t use DDT in any form on cats. Re- 
move canaries and goldfish from the room 
while spraying. 


Here are current recommenda- 
tions for controlling specific insect 
pests: 

Flies, Mosquitoes, and Gnats: In 
homes, apply 5-percent oil solution 
to screens, walls, ceilings, painted 
woodwork, and light fixtures with 
coarse spray or mop brush. If spray 
is used, wet surface thoroly with 1 
quart per 250 square feet. Treat 
light places for flies, dark corners

for mosquitoes. Renew screen treat- 
ment at frequent intervals. Be care- 
ful of fire. In farm buildings, use 5- 
percent suspension in water. It leaves 
a filmy white deposit, but is harm- 
less to animals and is not inflam- 
mable. 


Bedbugs: Apply 5-percent oil or 
water spray, or 10-percent dust, to 
beds and mattresses. Three liquid 
ounces, or 14% ounces of dust, will 
treat full-sized bed. 


Cockroaches: Apply 10-percent 
dust, oil spray of not less than 5 
percent, or water spray of not less 
than 3 percent. Treat cracks and 
crevices, and hit as many as possible. 
They are resistant; do not expect 
results for at least a week. 

Brown Dog Ticks: Apply 10-per- 
cent dust to hiding places. Use same 
powder on dogs, one-fourth tea- 
spoonful per dog. Don’t treat cats. 
Use 5-percent oil spray on walls, 
floors, lower side of rugs, but never 
use oil spray on animals. 


Fleas: On dogs, same treatment 
as for brown dog ticks. In homes, use 
5-percent oil solution or 10-percent 
dust on rugs, floors, and in sleeping 
places of pets other than cats. Use 
% pound of 10-percent dust per 
1,000 square feet, 1 quart of 5- 
percent oil spray per 250 square feet. 

Sand Flies: Apply 5-percent oil 
spray to screens, walls, and ceilings. 

Ants: Apply 5-percent oil spray 
behind and beneath baseboards, be- 
hind window sills and _ frames, 
around sink, on table legs and 
shelves. Many, but not all, species 
controlled. 


Termites: Apply 5-percent oil 
solution or emulsion as soil poison. 

Clothes Moths and Carpet Beetles: 
Use 5-percent oil spray to kill larvae 
by contact. On clothes, carpets and 
rugs, use quick-evaporating naph- 
tha-based solution, but again, be 
careful of fire. 

Silver Fish and Fire Brats: Apply 
5-percent oil solution behind base- 
boards and facings.

Appreciating the rest of the fam- 
ily is really just a matter of attention. 
When members of a family train 
themselves to look for the admirable 
traits in others, they see their in- 
timate colleagues thru new eyes. 


Wauen you get too close to any 
world wonder, you notice the minor 
flaws and forget its major magni- 
ficence.

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A Case of 
Nonsupport

In AN old house, the support given 
basement girders by wooden up- 
rights is often more illusion than 
fact. Moisture enters the end-grain 
at the base, the post decays, and the 
house settles. But the owner’s first 
notice that something is wrong 
comes when the house sags out of 
shape, plaster cracks, and doors re- 
fuse to latch. 

For ideal construction, support- 
ing posts are set on concrete piers 
extending a few inches above the 
surface of the basement floor. Piers 
should be tapered to the size of the 
post to eliminate a water-holding 
shelf. A sheet of copper between 
post and pier will serve as an effec- 
tive moisture barrier. 

A competent builder can raise a 
sagged floor into place with jack 
screws, while rotten ends of up- 
rights are sawed off and replaced 
with concrete piers. 


In THE poorest construction, post 
footings are set below the basement 
floor surface, with concrete poured 














two to three inches up around the 
post. Moisture content of the con- 
crete will speed decay, even tho the 
surface is dry, and the post may 
seem sound even as it rots. Such 
construction calls for immediate 
correction. 

If footings are set flush with the 
floor, the base of the post should be 
inspected at regular intervals, and a 
pier built as soon as rot is detected. 
Let the builderdetermine the amount 
of floor sag to be eliminated; if a 
house has settled over a period of 
years, an attempt to realign it may 
only crack plaster and otherwise 
multiply possibility for trouble.
